TITLE: An Act to Reinstate 10 O'clock Ross

Whereas, there is high demand for late-night Pood on campus; 

Whereas, previous versions oP 10 O'clock Ross lacked structure and resilience; 

Whereas, 10 O'clock Ross oPPered students not only late-night Pood but also a 
late-night social, an issue Middlebury currently struggles with; 

Whereas, Middlebury lacks aPPordable late-night Pood options that are included in the 
dining plan; 

Whereas, a large portion oP Middlebury students do not eat breakPast, so it is 
important that students are oPPered a paid-Por, late-night meal. 

Whereas, similar NE5CAC colleges oPPer aPPordable late-night dining options Por 
students: 

Williams College: 82 Grille, Whitman's Snack Bar 
Amherst College: Schwemm's CoPPee Flouse 
Wesleyan University: Usdan Marketplace 

Therefore, be it enacted... 

That, the SGA will reinstate 10 O'clock Ross under a new model; 

That, the SGA will create two paid positions Por students, who will serve as monitors. 
The duties oP these monitors will include the Following: 

• Setting up the space i.e. arranging tables and putting out Pood and 
utensils. 

• Signing students in. 

• Supervising student acquisition oP Pood. 

• Providing students with milk upon request. 

• Restocking Food that runs out, as supply permits. 

• Restoring the space to its previous state each night. 



That, the program will run on Sunday, Monday, Tuesday, and Wednesday nights from 
10 PM to 11 PM in Ross Fireplace Lounge; 

That, the cost of the monitors will be 4(days) x 3(total wage hours per night) x $10.50 
= $126.00 per week; 

Job Class: A 

Associated Wage: $10.5/hour 
Number of students per night: 2 
Time slot: 1.5hrs/student 

That, the salaries of the monitors be sourced from the office of the Vice President of 
Student Affairs. 

That, 10 O'clock Ross will be implemented in the following manner: 

• The monitors will arrive at 9:45pm to set out the food. 

• Students will have access to this food beginning at 10:00pm. 

• Food will be provided in the Ross Fireplace Lounge. 

• Plates, bowls, spoons, and knives will be available. 

• The food provided will include: 

o Fruit (as determined by the Ross Dining Staff according to 
availability). 

o Desserts not used during the meals of that day. 
o Cereal. 

o Bread/Gluten-free bread, 
o A selection of nut/seed butters, 
o Jelly/Jam. 
o Milk/Dairy free milk. 

• The fruit, desserts, and cereal will be openly available to students and 
laid out on a table. 

• The bread, nut/seed butters, and jam will be laid out on a table 
supervised by one of the monitors. 

• Milk will be available upon request and provided by a monitor. 

• Milk and extra food will be stored in the Ross Lounge storage space, 
behind the serving window. 

• Two dish racks will be placed at the exit of Ross Lounge. 

That, as their other responsibilities permit, Public Safety will maintain a presence for 
the duration of 10 O'clock Ross; 



That, monitors are expected to report cases of misdemeanor to the program's 
supervisor who will then decide on the appropriate course of action. 

That, the 5GA will design a training module for monitors in conjunction with the 
Office of Health and Wellness, the Office of Environmental Health & Safety, the 
Office of Student Activities and Orientation and the Office of the Vice President of 
Student Affairs. 

That, monitors will undergo training during WinterTerm of 2019. 

That, 10 O'clock Ross will begin in Spring Term of 2019. 

That, subsequent monitor trainings will be offered at the beginning of each semester 
in the future, or as needed based on the number of current monitors.
